SHIP A MASS OF FLAMES 


Gasoline Tank Explodes, Setting 
House on Fire As Piane 


Hits Ground 


((By Universal Service) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug 1.—William 
Blanchfield, a pilot cpnnected with 
the United -States air mail service, 
crashed today in Reno, dying in- 
Stantly, according to report received 
at headquarters here. 

The aviator was strewing 
over the grave of Mechanic Gerrano 
also connected with the air mail 
service, when his plane was seen to 
burst into flames. The plane in its 
fall crastied through a cottage, which 
quickly became a mass of flames. 

The gasoline tank of the airplane 
burst, the fuel ignited, the house was 
to the ground and Blanch- 
field’s body was cremated in the Dlaz- 
ing wreckage. 

Crowds that gathered around phe 
fallen airplang | were driven back iby 
the heat of the: fire and were forced

to stand ‘by helpless while Blanch- 
field, perhaps nlready dead, was con- 
sumed in the flames. Fire engines 


were called to put out the burning 
house and it was half an hour before 
the charred body of the pilot could 
be lifted from the wreck. 

The occasion of one of the most 
tragic incidents in the history of the 
air mail was a laudable undertaking. 


J. Gerrano, a mechanic, who had died 


a natural death, was being buried. 

Blanchfield thought to do him 
honor by dropping his floral token 
from the air. 


Engaged at present as a regular 
mail pilot ‘between Elko and Rene. 


Blanchfield is well remembered in 
San Francisco for his work in pio- 
neering the way. 

Two years yaso he was walking the 
streets of Reno in civilian dress 
when a plane came in with the mail 
from New York. It was the second 
day of the tests to determine how 
fast the continent could be crossed by 
regular relays. The regular pilot 
could not be found and Blanchfield 
stepped into tbe cockpit: and tock 
off.
